HAVANA (UPI)—Premier 
Fidel Castro’s army officers 
credited a multiple 

Czech machinegun 
with beating back the invaders 
who landed in Las Villas Pro- 
vince Monday. . 

They said militiamen using 
the weapon—originally design. 
ed for anti-aircraft use—held 
back the invaders until rein- 
foreements could be rushed 
from Havana to meet the at- 
tack. The gun, known as the 
Quadro Boca, also shot down 
the invaders’ aircraft. 

It was a bloody battle for the 
beachhead on the Bay 
Coohinos and losses were heavy 
on both sides.

TUNIS (AP)—Algerian Rebel 
Premier Ferhat Abbas Saturday 
called upon nationalist Moslems 
to help k the paratroop in- 
surrection in Algeria. 

Abbas, speaking by radio to 
his followers across the frontier 
in Algeria. thus joined French 
President Charles de Gaulle in 
unbending resistance to the at- 
tempt by four retired French 
generals to take over Algeria. 


Anticipating an effort by Gen. 
Maurice Challe and other lead- 
ers of the insurrection to enlist 
Moslem Algerians in their con- 
flict with the Paris Government, 
Abbas said: 


“In the cities and in the 
countryside, your duty is to 
help break the enterprises in 
which the rebellious generals 
seek to commit you.”

He said the uprising, 
like those of May 13, 1958, and 
of January of last year, is bound 
to fail.

Cosmonaut Gagarin Prototype of Little Giants Molded by USSR 


Soviet “cosmonaut” Yuri 
Alexeyvitch Gagarin's fantastic 
space voyage across the earth 
was a Homeric feat thrillingly 
evocative of the human-and- 
divine sagas of classical anti- 
quity. It recalls to mind the 

like qualities that inform 
omer’s heroes in “The Iliad” 
and Odyssey —the relentiess 
urge to perform  herculean 


* deeds, the ceaseless striving for 


rowess in the battlefield, the 

lind, unquenchable passion for 
ruthless self-assertion. 

Notice, too, how the gods im- 
pinge on the lives and heroic 
deeds of the Greek bard's leg- 
endary great men: they fight 
valiantly to victory because 
“the will of Zeus” has to be ful- 
filled. 


So it was with Gagarin. 
Beneath the beaming “kind 
Russian face” as glimpsed all 
over the world in news photos 
radioed from Moscow after his 
dramatic space journey, one 
senses—a lyrical blend of mes- 
sianic fervor and evangelical 
zeal written on the visage of 
the “Hero of the Soviet Union.”

“All my thoughts and feelings 
were directed to the fulfillment 
of the program of the flight.“ 
he said upon his safe return to 
earth.
